A stago was erected in the harbour within |- 
the tide mark; on this an Armstrong gun 
rof the 1L0-pound pattern was: mounted, 
The gun was then loaded’ and. carefully 
aimed ab a target—all this, of coursa, dur. 
ing the time of low tlie, A few hours 
later, when the gun. and the! target 
wers both covered with water. to a 
dapth of six feet, the gun was fired 
by means of olectricity. “We. said 
‘aimed at a target,’ hut the fagts aro that. 
thoro wore two targets, but only one was |. 
for this spacial expetimont, the 
being the hull of an old vcesol, the 
which lay ditectly behind the target 
aud in range ul-the ball, .
